PLEASE  BE  SURE  TO  READ  BEFORE  ORDERING 

TERMS:  Cash  with  order,  or  one-fourth  with  order  for  future  de- 
livery and  balance  payable  before  shipment,  or  upon  delivery  in  case 
of  customers  in  Houston  or  vicinity. 

QUOTATIONS  are  f.  o.  b.  Genoa,  Texas,  except  to  customers  in 
Houston  and  enroute  whom  stock  will  be  delivered  free  of  charges, 
provided  the  amount  of  order  exceeds  $2.00.  These  prices  are  subject  to 
change  without  notice.  They  apply  only  when  selection  of  stock  ac- 
cording to  the  catalogue  grading  is  left  with  us.  In  case  individual 
plants  are  chosen  by  customers  in  the  nursery,  an  additional  20  per 
cent  over  listed  prices  will  be  charged.  On  specimen  plants  on  which 
we  have  established  fixed  prices,  this  rule  does  not  obtain. 

APPLYING  PRICES  AND  GRADES:  Ten-rate  will  be  allowed  on 
five,  and  hundred-rate  on  fifty,  of  one  variety.  Where  the  assortment 
consists  of  a few  each  of  many  varieties,  this  rule  will  not  apply. 
Grading  classification  covers  the  sizes  including  the  lower  limit  and 
under  the  higher  limit.  Thus,  2-3  feet  means  anything  from  2 feet 
up  to,  but  not  including  3 feet. 

SUBSTITUTION:  When  out  of  varieties  or  sizes  ordered,  we  will 
substitute  with  others  as  nearly  similar  as  possible  in  variety  or  size, 
or  in  both,  unless  instructed  to  the  contrary. 

SHIPMENT  BY  MAIL:  This  is  not  encouraged  except  for  stock 
mailable  in  small  bundles  or  packages.  In  ordering  plants  for  mail 
shipment,  please  add  at  least  15  per  cent  of  the  list  price,  to  cover 
postage.  B.  & B.  trees  are  usually  too  heavy  to  be  sent  by  mail. 

ADVANCE  ORDERS  BOOKED:  These  will  be  held  subject  to  pur- 
chaser’s order  until  February  1 of  the  current  season.  Should  they 
not  be  taken  up  by  that  time,  or  no  special  arrangement  be  made 
for  holding  them  further  than  the  time  specified  above,  they  may  be 
considered  cancelled  at  our  option,  and  the  amount  paid  will  be  for- 
feited as  liquidated  damages,  or  the  balance  of  purchase  money  become 
due  at  once,  and  goods  purchased  will  be  held  at  the  expense  of  the 
purchaser. 

We  shall  exercise  every  reasonable  care  and  precaution  in  taking 
care  of  the  stock  purchased  or  booked  for  future  delivery  and  shall 
endeavor  to  deliver  it  in  the  best  condition  when  wanted.  But  our 
liability  shall  not  extend  further  than  this,  and  we  are  not  to  be 
held  liable  for  loss  arising  from  causes  beyond  our  control. 

We  have  wholesale  catalogues  of  roses,  lining  out  stock,  and  general 
nursery  stock,  for  those  who  are  in  the  nursery  business.  Requests  for 
these  catalogues  will  please  show  that  applicant  is  in  the  business. 

TRANSPORTATION  AT  PURCHASER’S  RISK  AND  EXPENSE: 

All  transportation  charges  are  to  be  paid  by  the  purchaser,  and  our 
responsibility  for  goods  sold  ceases  upon  their  delivery,  in  good  order, 
to  forwarding  companies.  Claims  for  loss  or  damage  must  be  made 
upon  the  latter.  We  shall,  however,  gladly  assist  customers  in  secur- 
ing as  prompt  delivery  as  possible,  and  in  the  case  of  delayed  freight 
shipment  we  wiU  start  a tracer  immediately  upon  request.  Every 
means  at  our  command  will  also  be  offered  to  our  customers  to  recover 
damages  or  losses  that  may  have  happened  to  stock  during  the  transit. 

GUARANTEE:  We  guarantee  every  plant  we  offer  to  be  true  to 
name,  but  should  any  prove  to  be  otherwise  through  error,  we  will 
always  hold  ourselves  ready,  upon  proper  proof,  to  either  replace  them 
with  correct  variety,  or  refund  the  amount  paid.  In  no  circumstances, 
however,  will  we  be  liable  for  a larger  number  of  plants,  or  a higher 
amount  of  money,  than  was  originally  involved.  Where  planting  is 
done  by  us  for  our  patron  under  special  arrangements,  such  service 
will  always  include  a three  months’  guarantee  for  the  successful  living 
of  the  plants,  and  excepting  the  result  of  the  acts  of  Providence  or 
otherwise  over  which  we  have  no  control,  we  will  replace  and  replant 
those  that  were  lost  with  others  of  equal  quality,  when  such  loss  oc- 
curred during  the  life  of  the  guarantee,  on  condition,  however,  that 
customer  will  explicitly  follow  our  instruction  in  the  care  of  the 
plants  after  our  setting  them  out — a care  which  no  real  plant-lover 
will  ever  stint.
